of scores of other men and 
women, 

{ Four hundred additional patients 
were ill, many of them violently, 
but Dr, Evans said he believed most 
of them “have a chance for recov- 
ery.”

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Going Back 
General MacArthur has moved his 
headquarters from Australia to New 
Guinea, taking along the general officers 
commanding the Allied air forces and 
ground forces in the Southwest area. 
More is implied in this than the round- 
ing up of the Japanese troops in the is- 
land and the capture of Buna. That job 
was being satisfactorily attended to by the 
men on the ground. The move indicates 
confidence that this job will be finished 
successfully—and New Guinea become the 
first of the Dutch possessions in the East 
Indies to be restored to its rightful owners. 
The larger significance is that New 
Guinea is to become the base for operations 
definitely shifting away from Australia, 
Only plans to carry the battle to the enemy 
farther north would require this advance 
of the directing base, or even make that 
advance safe. MacArthur has taken the 
first step on the road back to Bataan. 
The Japanese seemingly have about 
abandoned hope of holding their positions 
in the island; the garrison at Buna is said 
to be fleeing seaward in native canoes. 
The defeat of the great expeditionary force 
in the Solomons probably marks the end 
of enemy attempts to make New Guinea a 
jumping-off place for an attack on Aus- 
tralia. It seems very likely to be the first 
of the invaded islands to be given up.

Dakar Next? 

French West Africa, of which Dakar is 
the important port and the seat of admin- 
istration, is the only remaining large 
French colony that is not under Allied 
protection and in process of marshalling its 
resources of men and materials against the 
Axis. Indo-China, having been handed 
over to Japan by the men of Vichy, is nom- 
inally on the other side. 

From the neighboring republic of 
Liberia comes word that the Dakar author- 
ities, recognizing that the Vichy cabinet 
has ceased to be even an imitation gov- 
ernment of France, are about to line up 
with those of North Africa and help the 
Allies save France and its empire. 

If the Dakar officials have any sense of 
realism the report is true. They are now 
men without a country. There is no au- 
thority in France to which they owe allegi- 
ance, or to which they can look for sup- 
port. The native peoples who have been 
entrusted to them can know no such thing 
as fair living conditions unless the Allies 
buy their products and sell them what they 
need from abroad. : 

Dakar has been isolated by the Allied 
thrust into North Africa. The officials 
there have nothing to hope and nothing to 
fear from the Axis. If their loyalty is to 
France and the natives they rule—and not 
simply to the coterie of washed-up Quis- 
lings who posed and plotted at Vichy 
they will lose no time in ranging French 
West Africa alongside Algiers and Morocco 
and Madagascar under the protection of 
the Allies.

On Our Own 

Franco has mobilized part of the Span- 
ish army; and at the other end of the Medi- 
terranean the Turkish authorities are hav- 
ing another attack of jitters. 

The two far-separated reactions have a 
common cause. Herr Hitler is suspected of 
planning a drive through Spain and an- 
other drive through Turkey, with a view to 
gripping the Allied forces in North Africa 
in “pincers” and making himself master of 
the Middle East. He is even reported to be 
withdrawing 40 divisions from the Russian 
front to spearhead these drives. 

Presumably Franco is mobilizing in or- 
der to give weight to his plea to Hitler to 
keep his troops out of Spain and thus save 
the country from another “bath of blood”, 
And presumably Turkey intends to resist 
should the Nazi forces invade its territory. 

But both these are assumptions only. 
There is no certainty that Spanish and 
Turkish forces would not join the Nazis 
instead of fighting them, Franco is a pro- 
tege of Hitler and Mussolini, and only gain- 
ed power through their help. Turkey has 
played both ends against the middle and 
profited at the expense of both. Franco's 
word is no better than that of his Axis 
bosses; and Turkey's political meandering 
is no proof of friendship for the Allies, 

Fortunately there is no likelihood of the 
Allied leaders depending on Franco and 
Turkey to stop Hitler's projected drives, o1 
try to. They are reinforcing the armies in 
North Africa and the Middle East steadily 
and rapidly, building up forces there cap 
able of taking care of themselyes in any 
eventuality,

Despite federal 
bonusses, advertising campaigns, and sales

berta coal they will want to know who 
guarantees that they will get coal when 
they need it. 

Many miners have enlisted, Some have 
drifted into other occupations where 
steady employment is more assured, Un- 
skilled men do not make competent sub- 
stitutes for experienced miners, and em- 
ployment officials say there is only a weak 
response to their appeals to men to take 
mine work and help relieve the emergency. 
Production is thus hampered in meeting 
the heavy demand. 

This situation need not have arisen, It 
would not have arisen if the warnings of 
last summer had been heeded generally and 
Alberta bins filled up while the mines were 
looking for orders. Not much can be done 
now save to distribute the available sup- 
plies evenly and prevent panic hoarding. If 
that is done, really serious hardship may 
be averted. 

One thing that certainly will not help is 
to blame the federal control officials or the 
provincial mine-branch officials. That is 
not where the blame belongs. Too many 
consumers refused to buy when the buying 
was good. That is why bins are low and 
the sales’ offices deluged with orders they 
van’t fill for weeks.

No Responsibility 

Throughout the last war with the 
single exception of wheat (1917), 
the Dominion government never 
admitted responsibility for prices. 
What controls were established 
were contrived after the damage 
had been done. The mere record of 
these controls, with the dates when 
action was taken, is the most eio- 
quent evidence of the difference 
between economic policy in the two 
wars. 

The Dominion proceeded to stop 
strikes and lockouts on Oct. 11, 
1918—one month before the armis- 
tice. And the order expired with 
hostilities. Restrictions on the sale 
of securities by provinces and muni- 
cipalities were imposed in Decem- 
ber, 1917 

In June 1918, foreign exchange 
was tackled and the export of gold 
prohibited, Food control of a nebu- 
lous kind came on June 16, 1917, 
and was slightly tightened in Feb- 
ruary, 1918, Fuel control Yegan on 
June 12, 1917. with famine in sight. 

A registration of labor—with the 
sole object of finding farm workers 

was taken on June 22, 1918. Some 
effort to co-ordinate government 
purchasing was attempted in Feb- 
ruary, 1918.

But the enemy still holds a strong 
hand with a few tricks left in it 
lhere have been rumors that Rom- 
mel is in Tunisia, This is more than 
probable, for he will certainly hold 
command of all Axis forces in 
\frica, and wil) not take a beating 
lying down, Referring to the re- 
cent battle in Egypt, the German 
commander is reported to have said: 

Like Napoleon, I have lost my 
equipment, but there will be no 
Waterloo.’ The odds are against 
him, and we have reason to hope 
that the parallel which Rommel 
himself has suggested will hold to 
the end. 

The enemy is looking to time 
and distance as his friends in this 
present crisis of his fortunes. The 
progress of the English Army has 
been impeded by lengthening lines 
of communication and the necessity 
for mopping up isolated Axis forces, 
decontaminating water holes and 
removing enemy mines. Moreover, 
time is required to take over and 
repair damaged enemy air bases 
and bring the fighters and medium 
bombers up to advanced establish- 
ments properly equipped with re- 
pair and fuelling facilities, so that 
they can resume an uninterrupted 
attack on the retiring German col- 
umns,
